Medical Society, “‘Exposure to (even) relatively 
low levels of urban air pollution over months and 
years predisposes people—even non-smokers— 
to chronic bronchitis, emphysema, lung cancer, 
pneumonia and chronic heart disease.’’ 


But we can substitute action for panic; Augus- 
tus C. Johnson, Chairman of the Greater Washing- 
ton Citizens for Clean Air, who will speak at the 
May FBA meeting, has several concrete sugges- 
tions to give to those of us whoare anxious to be-
